ALSO RECEIVED COMMUNION 


His Holiness Asked With Great De- 
tail Concerning His Visitors 
and About Their Country. 


Four young St. Louls women of social 
prominenoe enjoy the distinction of being 
members of probably the only party of 
American girls who ever received holy com- 
munion from Pope Leo XIII in his private 
chapel in the Vatican. 

They are Mrs Robert Edward Wilson of 
4271 Olfve street, wife of a well-known 
young physician; her sister, Mrs. A.G. Pas- 
quier; Miss Louise Garesche and Miss 
Blanche Duross. 

There were three other St. Louis girls in 
the party whom~-His Holiness honored. 
They were ‘Miss Lucy Donovan, since de- 
ceased; Miss Odille Fusz, who married 
Thomas Thatcher, and now resides in Mex- 
ico, and Miss Augusta Dougherty, who is 
now married and resides in France. 

Pope Leo not only granted the St. Louis 
young women a private audience continu- 
ing for 2% minutes, but he invited them to 
come to the Vatican two days later and 
attend mass in his private chapel. 

On both occasions e Pope gave the 
young women his bles#ing, and also blessed 
the rosaries they carried. For Mrs. Wilson 
the Pope blessed a miniature silver statue 
of the Blessed Virgin, which she has hmong 
her most treasured possessions. 

The visit of these young women to Rome 
ovocurred in 1887. Mrs. Wilson, then Miss 
Grace Cunningham, had been attending the 
Sacred Heart Convent, known as the Rue 
Ge Varennen, in Paris, and Miss Duross 
had been attending another Paris convent, 
Known as the Triente-un.

Hoboes Taking No Chances on Hav- 
ing to Be Made to Work in 


LABOR BADLY NEEDED THERE 


Another Big Bumper Crop in Wheat 
and Corn in Nebraska—Farmers 
Have Plenty of Money. 


LINCOLN, Neb., July 11.—Nebraska and 
Kansas are remarkably free from tramp® 
just now’ and this condition promises to 
continue for another month. The tramps 
have evidently begun to read the news)a- 
pers, or else word has been passed around 
that the wheat belt of the West is a bad 
place for the hobo in the good old sum- 


mer time. 

Some fantastic tales have gone out from 
the West in past years: about desperate 
farmers who have boarded freight trains 
and impressed the wayfaring passengers 
into service in the harvest fields to save 
their ripened grain from destruction, but 
these tales have had only a slight basis of 
truth. Nevertheless, the tramps seem [to 


have taken the alarm. 

Whatever may be the cause, the fact 
exists that the tramps are very scarce this 
year, and the State Labor Bureau and 
employment agencies in the various cities 
are being deluged with inquiries for har- 
vest hands. It is estimated that the 
shortage in this state alone will be several 


thousand. 
The cool weather of May and June re- 


tarded the ripening of wheat in this state 
as well as in other western states, and 
the pinch has not yet come. The first 
grain will be cut next week and from 


é ime on the demand for harvest 
eye will be great. Ordinary unskilled 
labor in the cities has been getting $1.75 
and $2 a day. and there is practically no 
surplus market to draw from this year, 
public improvements and private enter- 
prises absorbing about all of the avail- 
able men. 

Last year as much as $3 and $4 a day 
was paid to experienced harvesters, and 
with wheat at its present high price the 
farmers will not care much what the 
harvesters demand.

ERIE CANAL AND TeiE MISSISSIPPI. 

It is proposed to enlarge «1 improve the Erie canal and 
bring it up to the requirenmnts of twentieth century condi- 
tions. 

The canal is now 352 miles long, has a depth of from 7 to 
® feet and a width on the bottom of 521-2 feet. The capacity 
of boats is 240 tons. The proposed uniform depth will be 12 
feet with a minimum width of 75 feet, making it 
capable of carrying boats 150 feet long, 25 feet beam and with 
a draft of 10 feet. The sum of $101,000,000 will be required for 
these improvements. The people of the state will vote on the 
proposition at an election for the purpose. 

At the recent celebration of the hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary the press and speakers declared that New York’s 
supremacy on the American continent was due to the Erie 
canal. That waterway gave access to the interior/and drew 
to New York the produce of the country for export. It was 
the shield against rail monopoly. 

The argument applies to St. Louis and the Mississippi river. 
Improve thet great waterway and the monopoly will be broken.

He had just spent per- 
haps $100 of the company's money, in pay- 
ing the wages and surgical attendance of 
a poor boy—the only support of a widowed 
motuer—while he recovered from an injury. 
lhere was no obligation to do this; the in- 
jury was received in rough play during the 
noon hour. But he had found the boy 
making an heroic effort to work when he 
Should have been in a surgeon's hands, 
tie pleaded to be allowed to work, because 
of the necessities of his mother. But my 
friend sent him home, engaged a surgeon 
to care for him, told him his wages would 
continue, and the company paid the Dills. 

He said in explanation that he personally 
preferred to treat his men in this way 
because it gave him pleasure to do: so, 
and he had convinced his board that he 
could make it pay. He made each man 
feel that he was a friend, and they gave 
nim hearty and enthusiastic. service. 

To be capable of such things requires 
qualities that all men do not pogsess. I do 
not think this man was foliowing this pol- 
icy because he thought it his duty to do so, 
nor do | think he was seeking profits in 
this world or rewards in the future world, 
Hie was doing it in response to his own 
personal instincts.

Perhaps the most important advance 
made during our time, in its 2earing on 
human character, is the changed rmethod 
of training cnildren. The result of Cols 
chenge is destined to profoundly affect the 
rext generation. The results ulready at- 
tuined will be transmitted, and they will 
become more pronounced in character. 

The growing tendency of late has been \o- 
wards a policy which never allows an is- 
sue of parental authority to arise. Chil- 
dren cannot be wicked if they try. It is a 
very conservative statement, that’ before 
they are spoiled they compare very fa- 
vorably with their parents. hey are little 
animals. who will gradually learn (to fre- 
strain themselves if they are shown by ex- 
ample how to do 30. ‘ihe wise parent now 
abolishes all of the commandments ‘Then 
there cannot be’ any disobedience. The 
child never learns that there is such a 
The child is wiad- 
ually taught to do right, but it is never 
compel'ed to obey. “ire father does nct 
wish his gon to be run over by a street 
car, but he never commands. him 
not to play on the tracks. He simply 
tells him of the danger. He tells him 
from time to time of the accidents that 
happen, and how the accidents might nave 
been avoided. The presgure is there con- 
tinually, and can be nip as effective as 
the case seems to demand, but there is no 
command. And when the boy is found plxy- 
ing on the car tracks, as in any acse 
he will be, it merely serves for an occa- 
sion for the expression of a fear that he 
may some time make a mistake, or a mis- 
step, or that he may forget, and to point 
out how dreadful the result might be, In 
this way the child is guided without ever 


upon his own action. He is from the first 
a law unto himself. Even in infancy, 
when its acts are leading it into danger or 
into “mischief,” it is simply allured into 
something more attractive, and it does not 
suspect that its desires and designs have 
been thwarted by superior skill and wis- 
dom. Whether we will or not, the one 
great and dominating influence which 
molds the forming character is parental 
example. There is no teaching by precept 
that it is wrong to quarrel. The eubject tis 
not mentioned at all. The child is simply 
not taught to quarrel. It never hears harsh 
or angry words until it hears them on 
the street. The boy is shown how 
to be gentle with animals, and ‘he 
learns to value their mute responses to 
such treatment. Without any oral instruc- 
tion he learns to be considerate of the 
rights and feelings of others, and he be- 
comes a little gentleman always amd ev- 
erywhere.

MORE ABOUT RADIUM. 


From Harper's Weekly. 

Radium does not get its energy from the 
air, as some scientists seem to suppose, 
but very probably from changes within 42¢e 
atoms of which it is composed. it is 0@- 
lieved that these atoms are the heaviest 
in the universe. It is possible that, after 
hundreds of thousands of years, radium 


pass right through the series to hydrogen. 
Scientists do not now believe that the “ele- 
ments’ are really elemental, 
ly only one element. But radium is its 
most rémarkable form. Great curiosity is 
bging manifested in the specimens now be- 
ing publicly exhibited at the London Nat- 
ural History Museum—three tiny grains in 
a watchglass, shining as they have done 
since before man appeared on the earth. 
The camera exhibit seems to give the most 
satisfaction. In it some sulphide of sine 
has been painted with radium, and in the 
dark it glows with a soft green light. This 
part of the exhibit will not require renewal 
for 80,000 years. Other interesting metais 
in the exhibit are thorium and helium, 
Thorium is the main ingredient of the in- 
candescent mantle. Helium is eo light that 
the earth’s revolution has wiskered nearly 
all of it off into space. What remains is 
probably new-formed by the breaking down 
of the atoms of raditum—if the word atom 
can be applied to what has at least 160,000 
parts.

“The occasion was that of the reception 
of a pilgrimage of French Catholics, led 
by a French monseigneur,” said Mr. Miller 

“The audience took place at 11:3 in the 
morning in the throne room. Including 
the pilgrims and visitors from ovUnher coun- 
tries there were a hundred | present. 

“The women were in black. ‘They were 
without hats, but wor black veils. The 
men were in evening dress. 

“As we were admitted by the guards, the 
permit was partially torn to show that it 
had been honored and was then returned, 
to he kept as a souvenir.

WEARILY WAITS 
UN Tht JURY 


Judge’s Instructions Are to Aoquit or 


Find Her Guilty of Murder in the 
Second Degree—Defendant Testifies 
During Three Hours, 


CASE HANGS ON THE 


QUESTION OF MOTIVE 


Mrs. Cummings’ Confidence Deserts 
Her as the End of the Trial Ap- 


proaches—Says She Is Satisfied 
With Appearance of Jurors. 


Mrs. Minnie Cummings is wearily and 
anxiously awaiting the announcement of 
her guilt or innocence which twelve met, 
chraged to decide, are deliberating over. 
The trial of Mrs. Cummings, charged 
with murder in the second degree in hav 
ing killed her husband, Dennis Cummings, 
was concluded, as far as the attorneys and 
witnesses were concerned, at 10:45 o'clock 
lest night. . : 
The taking of evidence was concluded at 
5:50 after Mrs. Cummings had been on the 
stand three hours and ten minutes telling 
her story of the killing and submitting te 
a searching cross-examination. 

At 6 o'clock a recess was taken to 7:30 
and at that hour court reconvened and thé 
attorneys made their arguments, after 
which the judge gave his instructions. 

These provided for a verdict of murder 
In the second degree or acquittal on the 
ground of self defense. 

Mrs. Cummings had stood well the ordeal 
of the witness stand, but her fortitude 
forsook ‘her under the arguments of the 
lawyers and she wept the greater part of 
the time that they were speaking. 

It was the opinion in the courtroom that 
the jury would not readily agree on a vere 
dict and this was borne out by the fact 
that at midnight no verdict had been 
reached and no word had come from the 
jury room that a verdict was Ifkely to be 
soon reached, 

A large crowd was in the courtrodm last 
night to witness the closing scenes of the 
famous trial and many lingered until mid, 
night in the hope that a verdict would be 
brought in. 

At that hour court adjourned to 9 o'clock 
Monday morning, and Mrs. Cummings 
must wait until then to learn her fate. 

Fifty persons, half of whom were wom- 
en, were in the courtroom at the hour of 
adjournment waiting for a possible vere 
dict 

The jury will continue its work today. If 
it reaches a decision it may return a 
sealed verdict and be released from confine- 
ment. In that case the verdict would be 
opened in court tomorrow morning. 

After the jury retired Mrs. Cummings 
talked with women friends in the coumM- 
room and then retired with them to an 
ante-room. She seemed more cheerful 
than at any other time during the day 
and smiled as she talked. The women 
gathered close about her, two encircling 
her waist with their arme. 

In the courtroom attorneys and inagpea 
tors walked about and discussed the prob» 
abilities of the verdict. 

Promptly at midnight Judge Douglas ap- 
peared and ordered adjournment. Mra 
Cummings did not return to the room te 
hear the order, but tmmediately after it 
was issued walked slowly downstairs to the 
jail with her friends about her and the 
deputy sheriff a few steps behind. 

At midnight, when court was adjourned, 
Mre. Cummings said: “I would rather 
take a 10-years’ sentence than go through 
the ordeal of another trial Mke this. It 
terrible.”’

THE MOTIVE’S THE THING 


After listening for two days to evidence 
introduced ‘y the prosecution to prove 
that Mrs. Cummings had deliberately 
murdered her husband, Judge Douglas be- 
gan at 9 o'clock yesterday ing hearing 
the testimony of the defense. The defense 
completed its case at 4:50 in the afternoon, 
The whole testimony was a masse of 
repetition. There was only one point of 
difference between the prosecution an@ 
the defense and that was on the motive. 

« Mre. Cummings, the defendant. tig 
virtually the same story of the shooting 
as that told by the proseriition’s wit. 
nesses. Phe further verified many of their 
statements regarding her zrevious actions. 
They had pointed to these actions ag indi. 
cations of guilt. Her itinterpretation of 
them -was different. 

They described how she had shot Cume 
mings in the back of the head, the contene 
tion being that she could not have shot 
him there if he had been attacking her, 
“That wus where I shot him,” testified 
Mrs. Cummings. “He was just turning 
toward me with drawn knife when I fired, 
He was not turned facing me yet.” 

She sping a surprise on them, however, 
by denying that she had taken a letter she 
had written to him from his vest pocket 
after killing him and torn it up. 

Their testimony was that she had ade 
mitted removing the letter and also a watch 
Which had belonged to her preceding hus- 
band, Harris. 

“I never said that she said, ‘I did nod 
touch Cummings after I shot him.” He took 
the letter from his pocket several days be- 
fore he was killed and tore it up, throwing 
the pieces in the grate.” 

They told about a letter she had written

ry. Mr. Montijioy was going to have Cum- 
mings arrested. I wrote to him not to do 
it. 1 did not mention the fact that I had 
@ sore throat.” 

They said Mrs. Cummings had chased 
her husband into a saloon and out again. 

“Yes, I did,’ said Mrs. Cummings. “He 
had stolen my rings and I was after him. 
He got away frome me and the policeman 
who tried to help me.” 

On the facts of the killing itself there 
was little dispute The whole question 
was of motive. The prosecution tried to 
show that Cummings knew his wife had 
killed her preceding husband and that 
therefore she wanted to get him out of the 
way, and furthermore that she wanted to 
get from him the key to the safe deposit 
box where her rings were kept. 


Did Not Know 
Where Rings Were. 


Bhe replied by swearing that she did 
not know the rings were in a safe deposit 
box or that he had a key, and that he had 
tol4 her they were In the safe of a friend. 

She said nothing about the killing of Har- 
via. which ashe denies, but she swore that 
ghe shot Cummings in self-defense. 

Ten witnesses swore on her behalf that 
he had threatened her life and had as- 
gaulted her repeatedly at different places. 
Ghe told similar stories, and declared he 
alwaye carried a weapon, once having re- 
marked to her that there were two marks 
on it already for victims and that hors 
would be the third. 

The prosecution on the other hand intro- 
@uced witnesses who swore that she had 
threatened Cummings, remarking that he 
was fooling with the wrong woman. 

That Cummings knew that she killed 
Harris the state sought to prove chiefly 
by Charlies F. Krone, the lawyer, who said 
Cummings had charged her with the crime 
in his office and declared that she had con- 
fessed it. 

In proof of:the deliberateness of her plan 
the prosecution introduced the letter which 
Mre. Cummings wrote to Cummings, beg- 

him to viait her and vowing her love 

him. This is the letter which was found 

in pieces in the grate of the room where 
Cummings was killed. 

This letter, according to the prosecution, 
was written to lure Cummings to his death. 

“I wrote the letter,”’ said Mrs. Cum- 
mings. “But I loved him and that’s the 
only reason I wrote it. I wanted him to 
come back to me.” 

The prosecution Introduced testimony to 
show that she bought a revolver the day 
Cummings was killed saying that she had 
been robbed and expected the robber to 
return and that she had the revolver near 
her in her room when Cummings called. 

Mrs. Cummings said it was al] true and 
that ahe really had got the revolver for 
protection as Cummings had threatened her 
and assaulted her. 

The gist of the evidence for the defense 
was that Cummings had often threatened 
to kill his wife and had assaulted her, beat- 
ing her black and blue many times, and 
that he wus often drunk and oursed her.

ARGUMENTS ARE MADE 
AT THE NIGHT SESSION 


When court reconvened last night, Judge 
Douglas read his instruction to the jury. 
‘The court instructed the jurors that they 
should acquit Mrs. OCummings on the 
ground of self-defense if they found that 
@he had reasonable cause to believe that 
it was necessary for her to shoot her hus- 
band in order to save herself from bodily 
harm, but though she believed herself in 


danger, yet she shoulda wt be acquitted un- 
less it appeared at sne had reasonable 


cause for such belief. 

The jury was o instructed that while 
threats made against Mrs. Cummings 
should be considered, yet unless the. evi- 
dence showed that at the time the shooting 
occurred, Cummings was’ making an effort 
to carry out those threats, the mere fact 
that he had made the threats should not 
influence the jury. Mere threats, the court 


held, do not justify killing. 
The jurors were furthermore Inetructed 
that the photographs and diagram were not 
to be considered evidence in themselves 
but are to be considered in connection with 
the testimony of witnesses. 
After the instructions had been delivered 
to the jury, Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Maroney opened the argument for the 
state. He had spoken but a few minutes, 
when Mrs. Cummings put her handkerchief 
to her eyes. She wept throughout most of 
the arguments, both of the state and of her 
own attorneys. 

When reference was made to the al- 
leged killing of her first husband, and to the 


arrest of Cummings at her instance, she 
was especialy moved.

Although there is known to be a 
rich quartz ledge running through their 
claim, they have never worked it. but have 
confined thelr work to placer mining. the 
more simple method of panning. sluicing 
or rocking. It is easier and yields ready 
money. 

Recently the common purse has been very 
slim, hardly so much as a grain of gold 
dust in it, much less a nugget. The part- 
ners are about 80 now. They can work only 
fm little while at a time. [n their distress 
they have been assisted by Prof. W. A.

While the partners are community {dols | 
in Tuolumne County they are independ- 
ent. and it Is difficult to get them to ac- 
cept anything that smacks of charity.

FRESNO, Cal., July 11.—A mountain 6 
miles southweet of here in the coast range 
has sunk, raising the bed of Los Gatos 
creek from 8 to 12 feet and laying bare a 
ledge of what ts supposed to be cinnabar 

The news was brought to Fresno by An- 
talo Urruchi, near whose home the re- 
markable occurrence was noted. He fe a 
Wealthy rancher and oll man, and owns 
the greater part of the arable land in that 
part of the county 

“The mountain has been a feature of that 
Part of my‘ranch,” he said. ‘‘Los Gatos 
creek flowed at its basc. 
ago we found that something had .hap- 
pened to the stream, and, going above the 
ranch, we found that the mountain 
gone and the creek had been temporarily 
dammed by an uprising in the bed. The 
other side of the mountain had dropped 
Olean out of sight and the part that came 
Gown to the creek had been cut sheer off, 
leaving a bluff 59 feet high, while the bed 
of the creek had been raised for a distance 
of a quarter of a mile from eight to twelve 
feet. The channel of Los Gatos creek was 
filled with boulders. We felt no earth- 
Quake and heard no sound that night, and 


there was no sign of a temblor in the vi- 


cinity, and yet the mountaain had certain- 
ly dimppeared. 


“There was a smell of sulphur in the | 


air, but we did not find any such thing 
asa solfateria, such as we have in Italy 


and on the other side of the Coast range. 
But all that country is rough and brok- 
on, and some elght miles south are the 
Sulphur Springs. So I suppose that the 
country is naturally volcanic. I don't 
know whether there have been any 
changes in the appearance of the country 
or not, as there are no roads and the 
trails are bad where there are any. I 
found that the mountain, in disappearing, 
had left a clear face standing straight 
.and marked very clearly with a red cut. 
I have brought several specimens of this 
rock with me, as I am satisfied that it 
is cinnabar, and if I find that it is I will 
follow it up, for I won't mind owning 
a quicksilver mine.”

WOMAN WHO RULES 400,000,000 


Dowageress Empress of China, Tsu 
Hsi, Can Give Points to the So- 
Called New Woman of Today.

LONDON, July 11.—The first authentic 

portrait of Tsu Hat, the wily, masterful 
Dowager Empresas of China, was sketched 
by Frederick McCormick at the railroad 
station in Peking, last April, when the 
Chinese court returned from the western 
tombs where the worship of the imperial 
ancestors was resumed. 

After the empress had atepped from the 
train and was about to enter chair she per- 
sonally thanked the manaiger of the road, 
a Frenchman named Boillard, for his care 
in conducting the !mperial party over the 
road, Prince Ching, kneeling, acted as the 
imperial intermediator, assisted by an in- 
terpreter. i 

The highest officers of the empire were 
present, including Gen. Chiang, the com- 
maner-in-chief in Chill; Lsenfang,  vice- 
president of the foreign bureau, and Yuan 
Shih Kali, the viceroy or governor of Chill 
province. 

Tsu Hsi, though not of imperial blood— 
some even maintain that her mother was 
a slave—has ruled the vast empire of China 
with its 409,000,000 people with a rod of fron 
for 42 years, sometimes in guise of co-re- 
gent and of late years simply as the stren- 
uous aunt of the weak Emperor. 

Today, even in her 70th year, she fs as 
keen intellectually as she ever has been, 
and with a great fund of experience, 
coupled with extraordinary motive capa- 
city, is often more than a match for the 
shrewdest of western diplomats. )

The Post-Dispatch today presents for the first time a detailed account of the! 


plot by whieh Rudolph made his daring escape from the city jail last Monday evening. 
George Collins, Rudolph’s partner in the Union Bank robbery and the killing of 


Detective Schumacher, has furnished a chronological review of the plans for escape | 


as they were mapped out by Rudolph and himself, and carried out by Rudolph. 

Collins tells in his own way how the plot was hatched, in which cell the plans 
were discussed, when they were discussed and how they were to have been carried out. 
He gives as his reason for refusing until now to admit his connection with the plot 
‘that he feared he would be placed in the dungeon. He is to be sent to Union today for 
trial tomorrow, hence this fear is removed. 

It was the original intention of Rudolph and Collins to escape together two weeks 
ego, but owing to interference with their plans this idea could not be carried out. The 
fight between the two prisoners on the exercise floor played no part in Rudolph’s es- 
cape. No one but themselves had any knowledge of the plot. Rudolph could have 
escaped just as easily had the fight on the exercise floor never taken place. 

Collins’ account of the escape from the time the plot was first thought of up to 
the time Rudolph jumped through the jail roof to his liberty, given to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter in the jail yesterday, is as follows:

WASHINGTON, July 11.—After a double 
and most cigid investigation, Secretary 
Shaw is convinced the Bt. Louis World's 
Fair has escaped the taint of Missuvuri 
municipal corruption. 

Every cent of the $9,000,000 that has peen 
paid out for the building and expenses 
is properly accounted for and the vooks 
have twie found to balance to a 
penny. 

Consequently the $5,000,000 appropriation 
by Congress for the aid of the Exposition, 
contingent on St. Louis expending $10,000,- 
000, will be made available as soon as the 
local corporation has expended another §l,- 
000,000. ‘This cannot be done before Sep- 
tember, when the call for the last $1,000,000 
of the 35,000,000 fund raised by popular sub- 
scription will be i#sued. 

Under the law by which Congress appros 
priated $5,000,000 the local World's Fair cor- 
to make monthly 
statements of the money expended and the 
purposes for which it was paid. One muni- 
cipal scandal after another was then being 
dragged to the surface in St. Louls, and, 
while the national commissioners had no 
idea the corruption had extended to the 
Fair, they thought it would be well to have 
the books Expert accountanis 
were employed, end they spent six weeks 
in a thorough investigation. When they 
were through they reported the books were 
absolutely straight in every particular and 
reflected great credit on the integrity and 
care with which affairs were administered, 

Still, one or two of the national commis- 
sioners were not fully satisfied. They asked 
Secretary Shaw to have one of the treas- 
ury department experta make a _ further 
examination of the accounts.

Clark, one of the executors and trustees 
named in the will, and a son of Clark. The 
bill to secure a decree declaring the will 
void was filed by Eunice M. Smith and 
¥red W. Clark of Ohicago, Emaretta M. 
Kaufman of Parkerburg, Io., and Jonathan 
Yates Clark of Fruitland Park, Fia., all of 


them children of Jonathan Clark. 


As set forth in the bills. Jonathan 
Clark was born in England in 1828, 
and came to Chicago in 1848, a poor 
nan. He was married in 1851 to Alice 
Bardeson, who survived him. Clark ac- 
quired his large fortune through the 
construction of buildings in Chicago and 
elsewhere. For more than ten years 
prior to his death his income amounted 
to from $50,900 to $60,000 a year, it is 


said.

If the locomotives of the company have not 
sufficient power to do this the load can be 
pushed up the cog-wheel railroad by jack 
screws. 

Mr. Schoonmaker entertains no doubé 
that the gun can be successfully placed in 
position in a comparatively short time and 
that everything will be ready to fire the 
first shot early this summer. He has ab- 
solute confidence in the success of the 
scheme and says a great many of its essen- 
tial secrets have not yet been revealed. 
Mr. Schoonmaker says nobody knows what 
is beyond the terrestrial atmosphere, for 
the reason that .never before in the his- 
tory of the world has anything from the 
earth gone so far in the sky.

Sosey to put the history of that event 
into story, and he has done it in a manner 
that calls fot commendation. 

In the preface to this book Mr. Sosey thus 
briefly describes what the Palmyra mas- 
sacre was: “October 18, 1862, ten confeder- 
prisoners taken .to the fair 
grounds at Palmyra. Mo., seated on ten 
coffins and shot to death by a detachment 
of federal soldiers, under orders of Gen 
John McNetl. MeNell was a _ brigadier- 
general of the state militia, under com- 
mand of Gen. Lewis Merrill, whose head- 
quarters were at Macon City. This whole- 
cale slaughter was in retaliation for the 
abduction and supposed execution by con- 
soldiers, under command of Col. 
Joseph C. Porter, of Andrew Alisman, a 
union citizen of Palmyra. No event of the 
civil war occasioned such widespread com- 
ment and indignation, and the leading 
journals took the matter up and expressed 
horror at euch methods of warfare. Presl-

chan shares equally with McNeil the odium 
attached to the massacre. In fact, there is 
reason to that the infamous idea

In this connection it is of interest to note 
that McNeil was a St. Louisan and at 
one time served as sheriff of St. Louis 
c'ty and county.

McNeill was mentioned as a candidate for 
city auditor in 1889, but the ghost of the 
Palmyra marsacre arose and pointed at 
him the long finger of public scorn, as it 
had In 189, when President Hayes 
appointed him United States marshal and 
the United States Senate refused to c°n- 
firm the appointment.

Tallest of Structures Designed by an. American.

ESIRE DI:SPRADELLE, a French- 
|) American, who is chief of architect- 

ure ut the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, has designed the tallest of 
structures as a suggested momument to 
the vastness of American civilization. 

It is a shaft 1500 feet high. He has de- 
signed it with the suggestion that some 
such national monument should be built 
at Washington. The highest structures in 
the world at present cre the Eiffel Tower. 
984 feet; Washington Monument, 555 feet: 
Cologne Cathedral, 512 feet; Pyramid of 
Cheops, 465 feet; St. Peters, Rome, 130 feet. 


A few details of the construction help 
the mind in considering this gigantic crea- 
tion as a structural possibility. The vol- 
ume of the main central shaft is nearlv 
twenty-six million cubic feet (remember 
it is over a quarter of a mile high, and 
2% feet square at the bottom) and con- 
sidering the weight of good building stone 
to be 180 pounds to the cubic foot, there 
would be a pressure of 4 tons on every 
square foot of earth on which it stood. 
To build it solid would therefore make it 
at once too heavy and too expensive. On 
the other hand, the wind pressure upon 
its enormous length will aggregate, during 
the winter gales, hundreds of tons. so 
that to erect it siecl framing with a 
mere sheathing stone, like an_ office 
building, would render it liable to be brok- 
en off or blown over bodily. It was neces- 
sary, therefore, to make another adjust- 
ment of differences. The final plan shows 
a construction partly hollowed out in gal- 
leries, for the sake of seen and com-
